Fred 
has served in most positions on the Board and was on the 
original Board when George Cross amalgamated with Sunshine 
City in 1983. Besides attending the club's weekly meetings 
and performing duties that arise from such meetings, he 

very often had to spend weekends in Sydney delegating at 

NSL meetings as well as the VSF meetings and the numerous 
meetings our club has had with Sunshine Council. It must 
also be noted that Fred, along with our President Terry 
Muscat, initiated the moves that secured a sponsorship deal 
for our club and eventually lead to a $7M deal from the 
Victorian Health Foundation to benefit soccer in general. 
Fortunately for SGC, Fred will continue to support the club 
and will keep on running the club's bingo every Friday night. 
This article was written to thank Alfred Farrugia and other 
fine people like him who have given so much of their time, 
money and effort to keep our club going, and it saddens me 
to see some so-called ‘SUPPORTERS! take committee people for 
granted, never ever thinking of saying "Thank You". 

We must remember we are all the S.G.C. Club, not just the 
people who serve on the committee. So thanks Fred and all 
the best in the future.

The present South Melbourne Hellas Soccer Club is the end product of a 
three-way amalgamation in the late 1950s. Thefirst amalgamation was between Hellenic 
Soccer Club and Yarra Park Soccer Club, two clubs with large Greek support, but nei 
ther being able to gain any sort of success in their short-lived State League careers. 
This marriage brought together all the Greek supporters but the lack of a home ground 
base by either club remained a problem. This is where the third club became involved. 
South Melb United, which was formed in the early 1930s, was going through a difficult 
period never quite able to make it to State League level, and its future did not look 
like improving. What South Melb United did have, however, was a fine home ground at 
Middle Park. Under the influence of Hellenic President Mr Theo Marmaras, it did not 
take long to persuade the committee of Sth Melb Utd to amalgamate with promises of a 
great future for the new club which was to become known as South Melbourne Hellas 

ze the early years the new club retained the old white Sth Melb Utd shirts with a rea 
ee and blue shorts. Things eventually changed and the club colours became blue and 
white. Things also happened at Middle Park with the removal of the old tar bike track 
Wie eagle oe vane o cone and a new stand was started in the earlv 1960s, On the park 
ee ae ulfilled Mr Theo Marmaras' promises of success by gaining quick pro 
ware ee 7 oe diougue and their first championship in 1962, The mid- sixties 
a hace edly the club's golden era with three successive championships in 1964-65- 
° ith their support,the thousands of Greek fans were giving their club a great 
pata ‘ee other clubs insofar as making finance available to purchase any player

in 1977. On field success has not come as easily in this League as South Melb u ne- 
Hellas had become accustomed to in their State League days and even suffered the is 
nominy of finishing last in 1979 but on that occasion avoided relegation. The club 
overcame this bad period and went on to clinch their first N.S.L. title in 1984 and 
with the guidance of present day coach Ferene Puskas, a former world class player in 
his day, South Melbourne Hellas is well placed to challenge for the 1990-91 Championship.

All credit must be given to our lads for their professional 
attitude in this match after a most turbulent week at 
S.G.C. which saw the dismissal of Ernie Merrick as coach, 
The players put their own personal feelings behind and set 
about the monumental task of tackling high-riding Adelaide 
City on their own patch, and came away earning high praises 
from all who witnessed this clash, 

Ian Greener took over the job of coaching our boys and his 
pre-match pep talk had an impact on the Reds as they came 
out firing on all cylinders.
